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REMARKS 

This is intended as a full and complete response to the Final Office Action dated August 
1, 2005, having a shortened statutory period for response set to expire on November 1, 2005. As 
noted above a petition to extend the time for response has been filed, along with a RCE. Please 
reconsider the patentability of claim 1 for reasons discussed below. 

Claim 1 is pending, and has been amended, to emphasize features not disclosed or 
suggested by the cited references. No new matter has been added. Claims 2-29 have been 
cancelled by Applicant without prejudice to including that subject matter in a future continuing 
appHcation. 

Applicant requests that the Examiner enter the amendment prior to examining the 
application. Applicant submits that amended Claim 1 includes features that are not disclosed or 
suggested by the references, either individually or in combination. 

For example, none of the references, individually or collectively, discloses or suggests use 
of a family member password to provide editing access from a remote workstation. The remote 
editing together with the password are key features of amended Claim 1 . The Examiner admitted 
that "Crisis, NFDA, and Angels fail to expHcitly disclose the memorial site being capable of 
being edited from a remote workstation using a family member password." The Examiner also 
admitted that the newly cited Geser reference " does not explicitly recite a password The 
Examiner stated that Geser teaches a memorial site " capable of being edited from a remote 
workstation using a family member password." But there is no disclosure or suggestion of a 
password and in particular no suggestion of an editing password. Applicant does not agree that 
all memorial sites were (or are) capable of being edited from a remote workstation. But more 
importantly, there is nothing in Geser or the other references that discloses editing from a remote 
workstation where editing access is provided by a password. 
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Therefore, it is respectfully urged that no basis exists for asserting the obviousness of 
Claim 1, particularly as amended. Accordingly, Applicant requests allowance of Claim 1. 
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
